Tri Kappas Met With Miss Alice 


Winship Last Night. 


Hicks is evidently standing in with 
the ice man for he promises a month 
of sizzling hot 
weather for 
July. 
Here are some of the things he says: 
Very high temperature will prevail 
from about the 2d to the 5th, caus- - 
ing a warm wave to pass eastwardly 
over the country on or about those 
days. 
From the 3d to the 6th, low 
barometer 
and 
blustering, 
violent 
storms will visit many localities in 
their eastward sweep over the coun­ 
try. 
While we do not look for a 
heavy general rainfall in July, the 
combined forces of Venus and Mer­ 
cury will naturally cause some vio­ 
lent local downpours. As the storms 
move to the eastward, the barometer 
will rise west of the storm areas, 
bringing cooler, westerly winds and 
fair weather; but in advance of these 
changes most parts of the country 
will have blustery to violent thun­ 
der storms, say about the 3d to 5th. 
The 4th promises rain and thunder 
storms for many localities. 
On and touching the 9th storms 
will reach their 
crisis. 
A 
sharp 
change of 
rising 
barometer, with 
cooler winds from the west will bring 
up the rear of these storms. 
The 
Mercury influence will tend to pro­ 
long 
cloudiness 
and 
threatening 
weather between the storm periods. 
A regular storm period is central 
on the 14th, extending from the 12th 
to 17th. 
The high temperature and storms 
may not reach a final crisis until the 
conjunction of the moon with earth 
and sun on the 17th. 
This period 
promises the heaviest rains, perhaps, 
of any period in this month. 
After 
decided storms and the barometer 
legins to rise, change to cooler will 
'ollow for a few days. 
A seismic 
period is central on the 11th, extend­ 
ing two or three days before and af- 
er that date. 
We do not look for general dif­ 
fused rainfalls throughout the coun­ 
try, although the Venus period being 
central on the 22d covers the whole 
month, and is as a rule attended by 
heavy rains. 
We rather look to this 
time, and at other Ju ly periods, for 
local cloudbursts over narrow, scat­ 
tering localities with wide, interven­ 
ing sections without normal, or suffi­ 
cient rainfall. 
A regular storm period is central 
on the 26th, extending from the 24th 
to the 28th. 
, 
There can be no question but at­ 
mospheric tides follow the moon in 
its declinations north and south, 
hence when the moon is south, the 
streams or “ rivers” of cooler air 
flow southward from 
polar direc­ 
tions, especially 
after a series 
of 
heavy, Venus thunderstorms. 
There 
is prospeeet for such results, pro­ 
gressively from about the 27th to 
30th.

Conclusion In Woodill Case 


Not Unanimous. 


DIVIDED ON A FINE POINT 


W as “ Lame Bob” Eastman the Mur­ 


derer cf Pretty 
Mrs. W oodill, Or 


W as He Merely An A ccessory To 


the Murder— East Shore Jury Could 


Only Reach a Compromise Verdict 


On a Point W hich May Nev er Be 


Satisfactorily Cleared Up. 


St. Michaels, Md., 
Ju ne 29.—« With 
the compromise v erdict of the cor­ 
oner’s ju ry that Robert E. Eastman 
either killed or was accessory to the 
mu rder of Edith May Woodill and the 
declaration of States Attorney Tay lor 
that he was throu gh with the case, 
the strange du al tragedy which has 
for nearly a week focu sed the ey es 
of the entire cou ntry u pon this little 
ou t-of-the-way hamlet of 
Mary land’s 
famou s eastern shore, has become a 
closed Incident. 
Fou r of the 
twelv e ju rors 
who 
listened to the testimony 'h.t the re­ 
opened inq u est refu sed to sign the 
v erdict and the words “or accessory 
to the crime,” and 
blu ntly accu sed 
Eastman of the mu rder. None of the 
fou r dissenting 
ju ry men wou ld say 
that any other person than Eastman 
was responsible for the girl’s death. 
They merely wished to protest, they 
said, against the manner in which 
the Inq u iry was condu cted, declaring 
that mu ch av ailable ev idence was not 
addu ced. 
The letter left by Eastman for his 
wife in which he declared that Mrs. 
Woodill had been killed by a woman 
in a jealou s frenzy was not read to 
the Ju ry . The officials seemed to take 
it for granted that all of the ev idence 
u nearthed since the finding of the 
body was well known to the resideu ts 
of the commu nity and that it was u n­ 
necessary that it shou ld again be re­ 
hearsed. There was ju st a bit of petty 
politics mix ed u p in the v erdict too, for 
some of the members of the ju ry hav e 
been bitter political enemies in Talbot 
cou nty affairs. 
Mu ch of the testimony giv en before 
the ju ry was deeply interesting and 
made clear many points in the tragedy 
which heretofore hav e been matters 
of conjectu re. The my steriou s lau nch 
which was reported as hav ing been 
seen near the bu ngalow on the Su nday 
following the disappearance of Mrs. 
Woodill, did not materialize in the ev i­ 
dence 
addu ced. 
Residents of the 
neighborhood of the bu ngalow were 
plied with q u estions as to the lau nch, 
bu t no one had seen it. 
No one was seen abou t the bu nga­ 
low on the Su nday wrhen Mrs. Woodill 
was slain. 
There was no ev idence 
that any one other than Eastman cou ld 
hav e been responsible for the crime. 
And the final theory of the au thori­ 
ties is this: 
That 
Eastman 
was 
in 
need of 
money ; that he 
probably had been 
getting money from Mrs. WToodill for 
some time; that he u ndou btedly knew 
something of her past life and that he 
had been blackmailing her; that he 
attempted to continu e 
this practice, 
and that the woman rebelled intimat­ 
ing that she, too, had fou nd ou t cer­ 
tain things abou VEastman, and that 
if driv en to it wou ld ex pose him. 
Eastman’s dread of serv ing a term 
in the penitentiary was well known. 
His wife has said that he told her 
he wou ld rather commit su icide than 
be confined in prison. The pawning of 
the jewelry the au thorities set down 
to the desire of Eastman to get away . 
WThen cornered the raa.i decided that 
his race had been ru n, and that he had 
better make an end to it all. 
As to 
why Mrs. Woodill went to the bu nga­ 
low there was no ev idence.

Public condemna tion of the mov ing 
pictures which tend to ha v e a ba d 
mora l effect or which depict scenes 
which would best be left a lone, es­ 
pecia lly where the younger pa trons of 
mov ing picture shows a re concerned, 
ha s been ta ken cogniza nce of by the 
ma nufa cturers a nd ha s resulted in a 
strict censorship being esta blished to 
the end tha t only the best pictures be 
distributed. 
For this purpose a Boa rd of Cen­ 
sorship wa s prov ided a nd ha s ta ken 
upon itself the ta sk of culling the 
pictures produced by the ma nufa c­ 
turers. 
To da te this Boa rd of Cen­ 
sorship, composed 
of civ ic 
bodies 
a nd instituted by the Mov ing Picture 
Pa tents 
compa ny, 
which 
controls 
ov er fiv e thousa nd motion 
picture 
thea ters in the United 
Sta tes, a nd 
ninety per cent of the film product of 
the world, ha s exa mined 200,000 feet 
of film. 
After the film ha s been a p­ 
prov ed it is relea sed to the hundred 
licensed film excha nges 
throughout 
the country, who distribute it to the 
thea ters. 
A reel of 
film 
a v era ges 
a bout one thousa nd feet a nd includes 
one, two a nVl sometimes three sub­ 
jects. 
Eighteen new 
reels a re re­ 
lea sed ea ch week. 
At the a v era ge 
speed of opera tion, 14 sepa ra te pic­ 
tures pa ss the eye ev ery second tha t 
th» ma chine is in motion. 
Thus the 
censors ha v e seen a bout 46 1/2 miles 
of film a nd a t the ra te of twenty min­ 
ute running time for ea ch thousa nd 
feet, ha v e looked upon 3,360,000,000 
sepa ra te pictures. 
Scenes depicting crime, bruta lity, 
depra v ity, sensua lity or drunkenness 
a re condemned a nd cut out.
